There is an old saying in the 
United States to the effect that 
‘politics stops at the water's 
edge.” What it means, of 
course, is that when our na- 
tion is confronted with a for- 
cign power, either by war or 
otherwise, we forget our poli- 
tical party differences at the 
water's edge and stand unit- 
ed against this foreign threat 
And this, I should say, is ordi- 
narily the way it should be. 

However, whether politics 
does or does not stop at the 
water's edge, it is certainly true 
that common sense does not 
мор at the water's edge, that 
love of freedom does not stop 
at the water's edge. 

And these things seem to me 
should apply in our attitude 
toward Rhodesia. It seems to 
me nothing more nor less than 
common sense to take the 
viewpoint that that nation bes 
longs to the people who built it 
that they came there when it 
was nothing but a wilderness 
ог a jungle, as the case might 
be; that they created a nation 
where once there was noth- 
ing; that they have brought this 
nation to a position of relative 
affluence; that they have gov- 
erned this nation and paid all 
its bills with help from no one 
for the last several decades; 
and that therefore they should 
be recognized as the nation's 
governing body and that the 
nation’s independence should 
be recognized. 

The Socialist government of 
Great Britain wanted to Reep 
Rhodesia іп the common- 
weath, and more than that, de- 
manded а government (ог 
Rhodesia that recognized the 
principle of “one man, one 
vote”; in other words, а gov- 
ernment that would be ruled 
by majority vote of 250,000 
whites and four million blacks. 
In each of the black-ruled 
countries of Africa, the so- 
called “emerging” nations, they 
adopted the “one man, one 
vote” principal, and that’s ex- 
actly what it turned out to be 
— there was only ONE vote 
and ONE man had it — and 
the countries very soon became 
tyrannical dictatorship, most 
of them from time to time be- 
ing overthrown by other dicta, 
tors and many of them becom- 
ing communist in the process. 

What decent, civilized coun- 
try would want that to happen 
to them? Certainly, the 250,- 
000 whites in Rhodesia, who 
made that country what it is, 
don't want to give up what 
they have devoted their lives 
to building and turn it over 
to that form of ‘government. 
So they declared their- inde- 
pendence from Great Britain. 

It will be remembered that 
Great Britain laughed at us 
when we asked them to quit 
trading with communist Cuba 
a few years ago. Though we 
have asked them not to, they 
keep on trading with com- 
munist North Viet Nam while 
we are fighting a war with 
that country. In 1965, the 
British sent 136 ships and 
their cargoes into North Viet 


three months of this year (Ње 
latest available statistics) they 
sent another 29 ships and their 
cargoes to supply our enem- 
ies. 

With more than 6,000 A- 
merican soldiers having been 
killdd in Viet Nam and an- 
other 20,000 wounded, it is 
simply incredible to me that 
our government tolerates Bri - 
tish profiteers sending their 
ships to North Viet Nam with 
supplies for those who are 


Nam ports, and during the first_ 


killing and maiming American 
servicemen. And yet we im- 
mediately joined with Great 
Britain in her request for 
economic sanctions on the free 
nation of Rhodesia. We should 
cry shame! 

Is there no moralit, 
this government of ош 
we become a nation of moral 
bankrupts? The only explana- 
tion 1 can give — and that's 
exactly what it is, an explana- 
tion and not a reason — is 
that we think that by going 
along with Britain we are pla- 
cating the forty or more so- 
called emerging black nations 
of Africa, most of which don't 
deserve the name of nation 
but each of which has a seat 


in the United Nations, and each 
of which has the same vote in 
the General Assembly of the 
United Nations that we have. 
Then, too, our Administra- 
tion may think that by going 
along with Britain in its ef- 
forts to subdue Rhodesia, it 
may win the Negro vote in this 
country in forthcoming elec- 
tions. 

If this is the real explana- 
tion, let me say that it is com- 
pletely disgraceful and по 
worthy of а great nation to al- 
low politics, either in the Unit- 
ed Nations or at home, to take 
precedence over the welfare 
of American boys fighting in 
Viet Nam, or over the inter- 
ests of free people generally.

The teenagers and the eld- 
erly in Florida’s population 
are gaining in numbers at a 
faster rate than the state's to- 
tal population, the Florida : 
State Chamber of Commerce 
stated in its Weekly Business 
Review released yesterday. 
“Floridians number 5,941, 
000 by the latest official esti- 
mate as of July 1 of this year. 
This figure is 20 per cent lar- 
ger than the regular census 
count for Florida in 1960. 
“Of this year's total ,2,- 
045,000 Floridians are under 4 
18 years of age, 22 per cent 
more ‘than in this age group 
six years ago. 
“The 65-plus age group now 
numbers 743,000, a whopping 
34 per cent increase during 
the interval. 
“Standing between these two 
groups are the 18 to 64 years 
olds numbering 3,153,000.

Law ‘enforcement is the 
first line of defense in local 
self government,” Kirk said, 
“and the first line of defense 
in law enforcement is the Pa- 
trol Division. 1 am happy to 
be a part of it.” 

Since assuming his present 
duties Kirk has been active in 
expanding the sheriffs К-Э 
Corps, a program now under 
way to train German Shep- 
herd dogs to assist deputies, 
and developing selective en- 
forcement techniques for use 
in high crime areas. 


He also has been active in 
the sheriff's Explorer Program 
which is designed to interest 
junior and senior high school 
boys in law enforcement car- 
cers.
